mill, but what I do claim the sovereign 
has done by affixing his seal to the 
popes is this: He forces me to take 
this identical piece of paper in full 
yment of gold that I paid out worth 
bl or $100 in gold, as the case may be. 
Here is a clear case ef injustice on the 
part of the sovereign, Hold on; not 
quite so fast. When he forced me to 
take the paper he always empowered 
me to force it upon any subject of his 
realm, and even on himeeli, in full 
payment for the gold that I borrowed 
from him. 

Mr. Burchard, in a very few lines in 
his last article shows that he bas not 
the least conception of the money that 
the greenbackers desire to put for- 
ward. He talks of gold money, paper 
money, silver money, good money, 
bad money, indifferent money, and 
leaves one to infer that there can be 
as many kinds of money as there can 
be variations sung between good, bad 
and indifferent, and on as many differ- 
ent substances as there are under the 
sun. It seems to me that before one 
criticises others, or sets himself up for 
a teacher, it would be well for him to 
learn sumetbing of his subject. 

It is possible that were the gentle- 
man informed regarding the matter 
he might be sati with the green- 
backers’ money. Let me tell him of 
its properties. Itis such that $1,000 
of it in the hands of the sovereign is 
not worth a pin, but when he forces 
it on me it is, to me, worth $1,000 in 
gold, silver, wheat or any other com- 
modity having value, and, also, if I 
hoard it, itis to my own detriment, 
and if 1 lose or destroy it, while I am 
$1,000 poorer, nothing having com- 
modity value has gone out of the world, 
and my sovereign is $1,000 richer. 1 
cannot stop here to mention all its 
good qualities, and I know of none 


There is no recognized government 
on earth, no matter how insignificant, 
that cannot take a dollar’s worth of 
gold bullion aud place its stamp on it 
and say that the bullion so stamped 
shall be a legal tender for a debt of $1,< 
but fora sovereign to decree thata 

iece of valueless paper shall be taken 
in full payment of a dollar’s worth of 
gold, and have the power to enforce 
his decree, is, to me, the highest at- 
tribute of sovereignty, and I do not 
believe there is to-day a government 
earth, except our own, that can do 
it. The Confederate States could coin 
gold and silver money, and their 
money would now be worth the com- 
mercial value of the gold and silver 
bullion in their coins, but their paper 
money is not worth a bit a bushel, nor 
did ae ever have the power to give 
it validity. 

l have not criticised Mr. Burchard 
in any feeling of onkindness, nor at 
all, except to maintain the fort of. the 
old greenbackers, and I have endeav- 
ored to show him some of tbe ground- 
work for the faith we have in us. 
Without any feeling of ostentation, 
for there are 10,000 men in the United 
States who can do it as well or better 
than myself, I now tell him that I can 
prove that, for the purpose of money 
in our country, paper is as good a sub- 
stance for use as ag cea it 80 
conclusively that the person is not 
living who can gainsay or disprove it.

Prof. Richard DeLong, the thven 

of the new feline motor, says a Stongh 
ton (Wis.) correspondent of the New 
York Sun, is a tall, pale-faced man 
with a three-story, bay-window fore- 
head overhanging a pair of deep-set, 
sky-blue eyes, set on each side of a 


large, thin, hooked nose. He is nota 


beauty, but he is a genius. 

His feline motor, which is at present 
creating such a sensation in scientific 
circlés in Stoughton, is a marvelous ma- 
chine, unique in appearance and won- 
derful in operation. It may be de- 
scribed as a curious combination of 
large and small fly-wheels, great bal- 
ance-wheels, bright steel rods, and an 
almost innumerable number of coils of 
copper wire, all joined toa brightly- 
polished cylinder of brass, one end of 
which projects into a wire cage filled 
with ordinary cats. Its operation is 
very simple, but surprising in its re- 
sults. A slight pull on a small nickel- 
plated lever starts the machine. Then 
like lightning from out the end of the 
eylinder projecting into the cage there 
shoots a long steel arm and hand, grab- 
bing one of the cats by the nape of the 
neck ani yanking it into the cylinder, 
where i. disappears with a yell of more 
than { ine terror. In a moment the 
fly-wh:oels, the great balance-wheels, 
and ail of the complicated machinery 
*berrin to move, at first slowly, but soon 
with startling rapidity. At the proper 
moment, which is indicated by a small 
clock-like attachment, the operator 
pulls another lever, when from out of 
the other end of the cylinder, with hair 
and tail erect, scintillating eyes, and a 
caterwaul dislocating to one’s spinal 
column, the cat is projected into a tub 
of cold water prepared for its reception. 

This operation, surprising as it may 
seem, extracts from the cat electricity 
equivalent to the power represented by 
ten horses, working for one hour, and 
this power can be stored into the 
cylinder until needed. Asacat can be 
run through the moter every three 
minutes, and all the accumulating 
electricity be stored, thé power of the 
machine is practically limitless. 
samescht can be used! every ten hours 
without the least impairing its health 
and general usefulness. 

The professor is jubilant over the 
success of his invention. He is satisfied 
that he has overcome every difficulty, 
and intends soon to put the machines 
upon the market. In speaking of the 
origin of the invention and the probable 
results of its use, he says: 

J have long believed that the cat is 
nature’s Leyden jar, charged with an 
enormous amount of electricity, but in 
such a manner as to require a peculiar 
process to extract it. This process it 
has been my good fortune to discover. 
The discovery will be of incalculable 
benefit to mankind.’ It will revolution- 
ize (he mechanical World, and will be 

st in every department ot life. By its 
cons every family, no matter how 
poor, can have its home brilliantly 
lighted with electricity at a less cost 
than to have it poorly lighted with 
kerosene. By simply running the now 
practically useless house cat through 
the machine twice each day a sufficient 
amount of electricity can be engendered 
to illuminate brilliantly any medium- 
sized house. Think how advantageous 
it would be toa large city. Take New 
York for example. Carefully compiled 
statistics show that there are at present 
within the city limits 9,998,347 cats. 
This represents very nearly 20,000,000 
continuous horse power, or enough to 
light the entire city and furnish all the 
motive power needed to do its work. 
The felme motor will do away with 
steam. Ten years from now I venture 
to say there will not be a steam engine 
in active operation in the United 
States.”
